. capital aips, reducing the reserves of munitions acd fuel stores 


to the very trinimum of safety,“postponing necessary expenditure, 
and accepting risks only fit to be contemplated with serious mis- 
givings. The Admiralty had not assumed this grave responsibility 
without anxious deliberation, but considerations of, national worl 


_ welfare had outweighed technical arguments for a larger measure of 


insurance. '- The reductions far exceeded the strict terms of the 
Washington agreement. . . on 

* He believed Britain’s example would prove the determining 
factor in securing an early ratification and «effective carrying owt of 
the treaty by all the Powers concerned. . 

“ He pointed out that both America and Jajan had reduced their 
personnel, though not on as large a scale as ourselves. Comparing 
naval strecgths, he pointed out the superiority.of the United >tates: 
and Japan as regards post-Jutland ships and vessels of over thirty 

housand tone; and the British superiority over the United States in 
Ctuisers and light cculbers, bob marked infertomty m aes err 
‘submarines, while the personnel was 99,500 compared. with .116 400 
of the United States. He emphasised that the latitude with “which 
we had interpreted the one power standard was only justifiable by a 
desir to avoid promoting competition in armaments and the good- 
wil] between ouraelves and the United States.

preparatory work there. bur the total cost of equipment of graving 
docs, locke, workshops and stores would be about eleven millions. 
spread over a great number of years. He emphasised that Britain 
had reached the limit of possible reductions in her personnel and 

general naval strength. . . 

. Reserves at Strategic Points. 

Pointing out the obstacles ta mobility of the fleet, like lack. of | 
supplies of oil and. docking and repairing facilities abroad, Mr. 
Amery said that at present wa were unable to seod a battleship to 
the Far. E.st or maintain berthere. It was ia order to remady this 
state of affairs that we.were gradually building up cil reserves at 
various strate,ic centres slong the ocean routes, making a very 
smell beginning with necessary prepatations for the scheme at 
Singapore. There was at present no dock in British territory any- 
where in the East capable of taking a battleship. 

The Washington treaty precluded our extending the facilities 
at Hongkong. . : 

Emphasising the importance of Singapore's strategic position, 
Mr. Amery said it was for us almost what the Panama Canal was to 
the Americans, and was our gatewapto the Pacific. Only compara- 
tively small sums would be required for the works there in the 

. near futare. . 

There was in this . 
diffculties. in our relations 
if there were even apprehension of such difficulties we should aot ba 
dealing in such a leisurely fashion with such essential work. We 
are eimply Carrying on in cur own time a measure essential for the 
fleet's performance of its proper function in Imperial defence.

LITERARY CRITICISM. 
. Interesting. Lecture by:: 
Professor Simpson, 

At the Helena May Institute 
gesterday afternoon Professor R. 
K.M, Simpson, of the Hengkong 
University, gave an. interesting 
lecture entitled, “Literary Criti- 
cigm.”” 


Professor Simpson said there’ 


were three professions which all 
men fetr they ‘could form by the 
light of nature. These were 
teaching, the editing of news- 
papets and the criticism of Nterg- 
ture: so why insist on special 
training or worry about previous 
experience. Consequently, those 
who asked for instruction in these 


Imatters did not always meet with 


encouragement. Pecple were 
sometimes indignant when asked 
to provide «special professional 
trainihg for teachers. Most peo- 
ple waxed sarcastic at the idea of 
Schools fot Journalism, probably 
because they felt that some day 
they might want to earn a bit by 
writing to the newspapers and did 
not want to find themselves com- 
peting with those who had pro- 
fessional qualifications. Similar- 
ly, people were both astounded 
and annoyed when told that there 
were such things ‘as courses of 
instruction in literary apprecia- 
tion or criticism. 
Judge and Critic. 

Instruction in Hterary criticism 
aimed at teaching’ pecple how to 
criticise literature and began by 
asking what was the critic. Pro- 
fessor Simpson then made a com- 
parison’ between a judge and a 
critic, pointing out that while the 
judge had a body of Jaw the critic 
had none. Thus, if a judge were 


method of.-judgment.. But even 


» |talsedid not carry him very far. 


ts.faited him whenaver he was 
| confronted with anything new. It 
‘not only failed him but might mis- 
lead him because the new thing, 
failing ¢\ represent what he had 
read before, was thereby con- 
demned.

Professor Simpson proceeded to

Hugh 
Walpole was a great novelist not 
simply bacause his novels were 
compounded of the same mixture 
of characters, narrative conversa- 
ticn and genera) description or 
reflection as practised by his pre- 
dacessors, but because to all that 
he added something new—an 
inner realism, Shaw was a great 
dramatist not simply because he 
made usa of the Theatre asa 
means of preaching, but because 
his. instruction was delivered in 
a different way. «What was new 
In literature, if judged by com- 
parison with the old, weald al- 
ways be condemned, but. all that 
was ggod jn Hterature was in its 
day new. 

. Taste. 

Dealing with taste, the lecturer 
said that it was the capacity for
